BEATTIE STORY 
UF BEARDED MAN 
SCORROBORATED 


Just Before Turnpike Murder, 
Two Persons Saw Danger 
ous Looking~Tramp. 


MAN WORE SLOUCH HAT 
AND CARRIED SHOT GUN 


Beattie’s Narrative. of His 
Wife’s Murder Borne Out by 
Testimony of Eugene Hen- 
shaw and R. W. Holland. 
Paul Beattie Is Muddled on 
the Stand. 


Chesterfield Courthouse, Va., August 
30.—Testimony, corroborative of the 
story told by Henry Clay Beattie, Jr., 
that a bearded highwayman killed his 
was introduced 
by the defense in the Beattie trial to- 
day, when W. R. Holland, who lives 
in the vicinity of the Midlothian turn- 
pike, where the murder occurred, de- 
clared he had seen a bearded man with 
a shotgun there about five hours be- 
fore the’ tragedy. 

It was the first move of the defense 
after the prosecution rested 
at noon today to establish the veracity 
of the prisoner, ang besides Holland's 
statement concerniAg a man with a 
shotgun, Eugene Henshaw, a farmer 
who travels the Midlothian turnpike 
daily, testified he saw a ‘strange look- 
ing. man prowling around on three 
different days before the murder. 

It is reported tonight that the prose- 
cution is ready when it’s time for re- 
butta! arrives to put on the stand the 
man who passed along the railroad 
tracks where Holland said he saw a 
man with a shotgun and that the new 
witness will say he was squirrel 
hunting that day.

The defense summoned many = wit- 
nesses. Besides the téstimony regard- 
ing the bearded man, expert testimony 
introduceq as to the bouncing 
qualities of an automobile similar to 
that driven by Beattie, thereby ac- 
counting for the jolting out from the 
car of the shotgun placed in a rear 
seat by Beattie after the encounter 
with the alleged highwayman. The

HOOK WORM SYMPTOMS 
IN NEARLY THIRD OF CASES 


Inspections Covered One of 
Healthiest Sections of State. 
Physical Defects That Could 
Be Cured Prevent Many Get- 


ting Full Benefit of Schools, 


Says Dr. Fort. 


“We are spending millions on com- 
mon schools,” remarked Dr. W. G. Fort, 
of the state board of health yesterday. 
“How much of it do you suppose is 
wasted because of the physical condi- 
tion of the children?” 

He called attention to a report made 
recently on -an inspection of the chil- 
dren attending school this year in three 
counties of this state. Out of 3,219 
examined 2,228, or more than two- 
thirds, were found to be suffering 
from physical ailments calculated to 
retard them in their studies, 

The three counties in which the 
through inspection was made are 
Stewart, Webster and Tift, admittedly 
among the healthiest in Georgia. The 
section has as good health record as 
any in the country. 

They were not picked out, nor are 
they believed to be exceptions to the 
rule. The inspectors believe that con- 
ditions approximately as bad prevail 
over the entire state. On a very 
small percentage of the childcgn were 
found to be suffering from congenital 
or chronic troubles; all were apparent- 
ly minor complaints, easily checked, 
but of great possible injury to grow- 
ing youths if allowed to continue, 

Dr. F. F. Abercombrie, one of the 
state board of health inspectors, made 
the examinations. The county authori- 
ties co-operated with him and Dore 
part of the expense. The work was 
done under the general direction of 
Dr. W. G. Fort, director of the school 
inspection ‘work, which has to do par- 
ticularly with hook-worm disease. In 
the three counties named, the authori- 
ties co-operated to make the examina- 
tions cover everything as well as 
hook-worm complaints. 

A surprising development was that 
there were more defectives among the 
white children than among the ne- 
groes examined. Out of 1,663 whites, 
1.348 were found below normal; while 
out of 1,556 blacks only 888 were suf- 
fering from apparent disease. 

Another surprise lay in the failure 
of the inspectors to find a single case 
of “head lice” among all the children 
examined, though the exteriors of their 
craniums were searched carefully for

Hook worm prevailed to a greater 
extent than any other complaint. 
Among the whites 894 were found to 
be suspects, and 774 among the ne- 
groes. “Suspects” mean that they 
showed the outer symptoms of the 
diseage. Records demonstrate that 74 
per cent of “suspects” have the com- 
plaint while 25 per cent of children 
similarly situated who show no exte- 
rior symptoms suffer from it. 

The second trouble in ratio was de- 
fective teeth, 586 white children being 
in that class. Next came enlarged ton- 
sils and adenoids, troubles peculiar to 
children.

Madero 
this afternoon received the nomination 
of the progressive party for president, 
but Dr. Francisco Vasquez, his old 
running mate and erstwhile agent of 
the revolution at Washington, was 
grilled by partisans of three other can- 
Gidates for the vice presidency. 

When the convention adjourned to- 
night no other man for the vice presi- 
dency than Vasquez Gomez had been 
considered. Jose Pino Suarez contin- 
ued a favorite in the betting with 
Alfredo Robles Dominguez as second 
choice. A ballot tonight probably 
would have resulted in a division of 
honors for third place between Dr. 
Vasquez and Fernando Iglesias Calde- 
ron,

STATE TO RESIST 
EFFORTS OF CITY 
UF CHATTANOOGA 


Condemnation Proceedings Con- 
lemplated Against Terminal 
Property, It Is Reported 


TENNESSEE CITY WANTS 
THOROUGHFARE EXTENDED 


Chattanoogans Who Are In- 
terested in Getting Broad 
Street Opened Up Are In- 
censed Over Present Situa- 
tion With Regard to Termi- 
nal Question.

If the city of Chattanooga under- 
Western and At- 
lantic terminal station in that aity by 
condemnatory proceedings they will 
meet resistance from the state of 
Georgia. 

It is reported that officials in Chat- 
tanooga, convinced that nothing will 
be done by the Georgia legislature to 
relieve the situation, will go into the 
courts and ask that enough of the 
state’s terminal property be condemn- 
ed to permit the extension of Broad 
street, one of its main business thor- 
oughfares, which is now blockeg by 
the Western and Atlantic freight 
yards. 

This threat comes, it is said, as the 
result of the action of Governor Hoke 
Smith in vetoing the resolution cre- 
ating a special legislative commission. 
to handle that ang other probiems con- 
nected with the state’s railroad prop- 
erty. 

If the matter had not been killed 
by the governor the commission would 
have begun an investigation of the 
terminal situation in October, with the 
view of meeting the desires and needs 
of the Tennessee c#ty. 

Has Hearag Report. 

As the matter now stands, the state 
can do nothing except resist any ef- 
fort to violate the integrity of the 
terminal property, at least until the 
general assembly meets again. 

Hooper Alexander, chairman of the 
house committee on the Western and 
Atlantic railroad, admitted Wednesday 
he had heard that such procedings 
7 noted were contemplated or spoken 
of. 

Several years ago the Tennessee 
legidlature was urged to enact a law 
enabling the city of Chattanooga to 
condemn the property needeg for the 
extension of Broad street. It was re- 
sisted by the attorney general of this 
state on the ground that the yards as 
they stand are necessary to the opera- 
tion of the road, and the suggestion 
was défeated. 

However, some claim now that the 
laws of Tennessee would authorize 
condemnatory proceedings. 

If they are brought an interesting 
entanglement will result. The state 
has made no provision for other yard 
facilities and, since the resolution 
offered by Senator Harris was vetoed, 
can take no immediate step looking 
to the solution of the question. 

Wants Yards Abandoned. 

The Chattanooga terminal situation 
has confronted the state for several 
years. The freight vards of the West- 
ern and Atlantic are located in the 
heart of the city. Broad, the main 
street, is tlocked by them. 

The city of Chattanooga is anxious 
that the yards be abandoned in order 
that the street may we opened.

It Leoks Like Illinois Central 
Will Refuse Demands of 
the Federation. 


Chicago, August 80-—Peaceful set-

After the 
storm had wrecked the, wireless sta- 
tion, Scheetz climbed into the rigging 
and adjusted his instruments, flashing 
the calls for immediate assistance, 

The signals were caught by the Yam- 
acraw, which hastened to Hunting is- 
land. Scheetz, a 16-year-old boy, was 
in imminent peril of his life while 
operating the wireless, the wind almost 
tearing him from his insecure position. 
The lad was utterly exhausted by his 
desperate work. 

Passengers Prayed. 

Passengers incessantly prayed for 
abatement of the storm, and when the 
government steamer hove into & sight 
a mighty cry of relief went up from 
the sorely stricken people on the Lex~- 
ington. When the captain realized the 
danger of the liner’s breaking up at 
any minute he had life preservers 
strapped on every passenger. 

The stories told by these passengers 
are unrivaled probably by any recent 
experiences along the Atlantic coast. 


‘Held for eighteen hours in the grip 


of the hurricane of Sunday night and 
Monday morning, with Captain Con- 
nally almost naked and half frozen 
at the wheel, with the pilot house 
glasses turned in every direction, with 
the stokers working desperately while 
standing to their armpits in water try- 
ing to increase the small pressure of 25 
pounds of steam [to a sufficient power 
to enable the Lexington to steer away 
from the treacherous shore toward 
which they finally were blown and 
grounded, the veteran passenger and 
freight steamer Lexington, formerly the 
Ocean Steamship liner City of Macon, 
was unequal to the great battle against 
the odds of wind and water. 

Captain Connally’s Worst Experience. 

Captain Connally, a veteran in the 
service of the Merchants and Miners, 
declared that the hurricane was the 
worst of his experience of seagoing. 

He claims, and his statement is at- 
tested by the first mate and steward, 
that the wind came in gusts, at times 
making about 130 miles an hour. The 
roll of the sea was terrific, 

Three times in one hour the entire 
hull of the Lexington was completely 
lost to view. With the craft at the 
mercy of the elements because it was 
impossible to make the least headway, 
great seas would sweep down on the 
boat, covering her from stem to stern. 
All passengers were huddled in the

Washington, August 30.—Primary 
election expenses statements from Sena- 
tors Martinand Swanson, of Virginia, 
the firstto be fileg under the new pub- 
licity law that went into effect Au- 
gust 19, reached the office of Secretary 
Bennett, of the senate, today. In the 
absence of Secretary Bennett, offi-

tion a careful examination of the new | 


publicity law resulted in the startling 
disclosure that in the act, presumed 
to be most drastic, there is no require- 
ment for publicity of the individual 
statements filed by candidates for the 
senate or the house of representatives. 

The law requires the filing, not later 
than ten days before the primary 
election, of individual expense state- 
ments and pledges of appointments. 
There is no provision, however, for 
the method of making these state- 
ments public, this apparently being 
left to the diseretion of the senate’s 
secretary or the house clerk. Much 
Surprise was expressed today when tt 
was foung that the law was ‘entirely 
silent on that point.

OUR STATUS UNDER RECIPROCITY. 


In another column a perturbed correspondent, referring to a 
Constitution editorial on Canadian reciprocity, questions how we, 
under that agreement, will profit to any greater extent than a score 
of other nations, and entertains the same misgiving with regard to 
the prospective benefits to the Canadian producer. 

Incidentally, Mr. Jones characterizes the Farmers’ Union as 
the “greatest protective organization” in the United States today. 
The announcement will come as distinct news, both to the members 
of the Farmers’ Union and to the average student of cotton produc- 
tion from a world-wide economic standpoint. The members of the 
Farmers’ Union might be classified as protectionists if their product 
were seriously exposed to competition from sources outside this 
country. But since the mills of the ‘old world, not to cite those 
in this country, depend upon the southern staple for their operation, 
it is hard to see wherein lies the logic of our correspondent’s argu- 
ment. About the only “protection” phase of the organization worth 
considering is that which seeks to protect the cotton farmer against 
those predatory market manipulations that have, in the long run, 
cost him sums incalculable. And with this feature of their creed, 
we fancy no southerner will have a quarrel. 

But the main contention of our correspondent is that Canada’s 
ratification of reciprocity would open the markets of the Dominion, 
not only to products from America, but as well to those from one- 
third of the civilized world. Wherein accrues the advantage to 
America in any such arrangement, queries Mr. Jones. The answer 
is a very simple one. 

Our status, under the pact, is simply that we are placed upon 
a plane of equality with every other favored nation. If under these 
conditions, with a fair field and no favors, we cannot hold our own 
against the world, we might as well take down our sign as an 
exporting nation, and settle down to isolation the rest of our days. 
Stretches*of ocean, with commensurate freight charges, handicap 
Europe and Argentina in their trade with Canada. Only an imagi- 
nary boundary line separates the Dominion and the United States. 
The pact wipes out this line, and lets economic laws operate as 
they should, free of political injunction. 

Or, from another angle, the pact removes artificial restrictions, 
and leaves free play for the survival of the fittest in our trade with 
Canada. If we cannot survive—we are not fit to survive.

QUESTIONS AMERICA’S STATUS 
UNDER RECIPROCITY PACT 


Editor Constitution: The Constitu- 
tion has always sought to stand by 
the southern cotton producer. Cotton 
is our one great asset and its con- 
servation as sectional and as national 
resource is a matter of patriotic duty. 
The interest which the cotton grower 
has in the tariff is something which 
needs to be discussed as an econom!: 
rather than as a political question. 

The greatest protective organiza- 
tion today in the United Stateg is the 
Warmers’ Union. They are protec- 
tionists almost to a man and yet are 
hardly conscious of the fact. 

Your editorial this morning on the 
pending controversy In Canada prompts 
me to ask why it is that our congress- 
men have not seen proper to give the 
people full information on this sv 
ject. The average man is of the opin- 
ion that the reciprocity compact with 
Canada is a compact. limited in its 
Operation to the interchange of certain 
specific commodities as between the 
two countries. This is not the fact. 
Sir Wilfred Lavurier, failing to have 
the Canadian .parliament enact this 
/ agreement into law, dissolved the Cana- 
'dian parliament and a new election 
was ordered, which is to occur on the 
Zist day of September. The political 
parties there are divided on the ques- 
tion of this reciprocity compact and 
in addition many other issues have 
been brought into the campaign. The 
fact Ys, that if the Canadian people 
elect a parliament favorable to the 
pending reciprocity agreement and en- 
act a law carrying this compact into 
effect, they will at the same moment 
of admitting American goods _ into 
Canada free of dnty or at the reduced 


rate of duty, admit similar goods from 
one-half of the ctvilized world on pre- 
cisely the same terms. 

Canada has treaty agreements al- 
ready in force, under which Russia, 
Japan, Australia, the United Kingdom, 
Denmark, Sweden, Spain, Argentina 
and Venezuela will be admitted into 
Canada on precisely the same terms 
as are similar goods admitted from the 
United States. ? 

The American farmer who believes 
that the markets of Canada will be 
opened up to him has not yet been 
told that Canadian markets will at 
the same time and in the same way be 
opened up to the farmer of Argentina 
for his wheat, his mutton and his beef, 
and to the farmer of Australia for 
his wheat, mutton, and beef. If our 
people think that we are going into 
Canada as a favored seller of Ameri- 
can goods they will very soon find 
out that they w'll go there, not sin- 
giv and alone, but that they will go 
there simply as one of a crowd. 

This fact is worth knowing, and as 
one of the people, I would be glad to 
have our southern congressmen ex- 
plain to us just how we are going to 
‘derive any profit from such an ar- 
rangement. 

The Canadian producer wants to get 
into the American market naturally, 
because he thinks he will get higher 
prices because of a reduction of the 
tariff, but if the Canadian producer 
has his own home market taken away 
from him to such an extent as to com- 
pel a reduction of the prices he gets in © 
Canada, he may, and probably will, 
very speedily regret entering into this.

DRLLO.CARPENTER 
PASSES TO BEYOND 


He Was For Years Atlanta's) 
Oldest Practicing Dentist 


Originally From Vermont, He 
Came to Georgia When a 


Dr. Leander Delane Carpenter, a 
ploneer Atlantan and one of the oldest 
doctors in dental surgery in the state; 
Prominent in Masonic circles, having 
held the highest offices in various 
branches of Masonry with which he 
was associated the greater part of his 
life ang one of the progressive, ener- 
getic upbuilders of the city, died sud- 
denly at the family home, 194 Rawson 
street, last night at 6:15 o’clock in the 
eightieth year of his age. 

Notwithstanding his advanced years, 
Dr. Carpenter never forsook the daily 
routine of life he had established when 
a young man. Yesterday morning he 
left his home Yor hig office in the 
Grant building as he had been doing 
every day for years. For several days 
past, however, Dr. Carpenter had 
manifested a growing weakness and 
when he left home yesterday morning 
it was against the wishes of his wife 
and son, Robert Carpenter, who accom- 
panied him on a street car, About 11 
o'clock the doctor returned to his resi- 
dence, ang responding to inquiries, 
stated he was feeling quite well. He 
passed the time before dinner reading 
ang talking with members of his fami- 
ly and passed the greater part of the 
afternoon sitting on the porch. Dur- 
ing the latter hours of the afternoon 
the doctor sought his bedroom and 
laid dow'n for a nap. Mrs. Carpenter 
joined him within a few minutes and 
for an hour or two both slept peace- 
fully. Shortly after 5 o'clock Mrs. 
Carpenter awoke and, finding the doc- 
tor still sleeping soumdly, left the 
room for a chair on the porch. An 
hour or so later Mrs. Carpenter re- 
turned to the bedroom to awaken the 
doctor for supper and found him dead. 
He had died peacefully and quietly as 
he slept, 

A Well-known Figure. 

Few Atlantans weer more widely 
known than Dr. Carpenter. On his 
route between his home ang his office 
he was known probably by every resi- 
dent of the streets along which he 
passed. Quiet, of a retiring nature, 
but at al] times in a pleasant mood, he 
made friends quickly of all who came 
in contact with him. Generous and 
open-hearted, he proved his friendship 
worth the having. 

Dr. Carpenter was a native of Lyn- 
don, Vt. While quite a young man he 
went from Vermont to Massachusetts, 
wheer he served his apprenticeship in 
a drug store ang took up the study of 
medicine, but before ggraduating in 
that profession turned his attention to 
dentistry and in the early fifties came 
to Georgia, locating at Perry, Houston 
county, where he remained up to 1868 
or 1869, when he moved to Atlanta. 
where he passed the remaining days 
of his life. 

When the war between the states 
began Dr. Carpenter became a mem- 
ber of a company formed in Houston 
county and went to the front, but was 
shortly afterwarg mustered out of 
service because of physical disabilities, 
a lameness of one limb which remain- 
ed with him throughout life. 

While living in Perry Dr. Carpenter 
married Mrs. Virginia Clark Walker, 
by whom he is survived, as well as by 
four children, Robert H. Carpenter,

Norfolk, Va., August 30.—According

COUNTERFEITERS

Memphis, August 30.—Locating what 
they declare to be a den of counter- 
feiters in which operations have been 
carried on four years, federal secret 
service men and deputy marshals head- 
ing a posse, raided a luxuriously 
furnished house near Buntyn, a suburb 
of Memphis, and seized a complete 
plant early today. They are believed 
to have been employed by others under 
whose direction the nefarious mint 
was maintained. Further develop- 
ments are expected. 

Washington, August 30.—A wavering 
red line, straggling across a street map 
of the city of Memphis, on the wall 
at secret service headquarters here, 
records ihe story of a five-year hunt 
for a counterfeiter of silver dollars, 
which reached its climax in Memphis 
today with the arrest of John 4G, 
Payne, a negro, and his wife.

JUST HOW TO MAKE 
ICE CREAM. 


By Helen Louise Johnson. 

lee Cream was not discovered; it was 
developed. It is a direct evolution 
from the cooled, sparkling drink of the 
Orient, called sherbet. In Italy all ices, 
cream or water, are termed sorbetti, 
but the sorbet of the Parisian confec- 
tioners is always a soft water ice rich 
with sugar. In England, as on the 
continent, any frozen dessert is called 
an ice, but in this country a distinc- 
— is made between cream and water 
ces. 

There are two entirely different 
cream ices known to the American 
housewife; the Neapolitan, which is that 
usually served abroad, and the Phil- 
oe agg whose name indicates its 
origin. he fundamental difference be- 
tween the two classes of ice oream 
ia, that while Neapolitan cream is made 
from a custard, the Philadelphia is 
made from pure cream sweetened end 
fiavored. Unless eggs are very high 
the former is the cheaper cream, and 
may always be so if cornstarch replaces 
the eggs even in part. The method 
of making ice cream varies with the 
king and the ingredients used. 


Te Make FPhiladeliphia Ice Cream.— 
Scand one pint of cream; add one cup- 
ful of granulated sugar and atir con- 
tinually, not only until the sugar is dis- 
solved, but for fully five minutes. The 
eream should look thin and blue. Take 
from the fire, turn into another dish 
and cool. When cold add one pint of 
Gream whipped to a stiff, dry froth, a 
pinch of salt and one tablespoonful of 
vanilla. Freeze. 

All Philadelphia creams are begun 
in this manner, the different fruit flav- 
Orings being added to the cream when 
it is partivy or wholly frozen. A quart 
of Philadelphia cream before being 
frozen measures but tittle more than a 
quart frozen. This ig because it does 
not swell in the beating process inci- 
dent upon freezing as do the creams 
having egexs and custard in their com- 
position. The freezer out of doors or 
down in the cellar in the cold will hast- 
en the process.

The engrossing clerk never sees 
them again, unless an error overlooked 
by the enrolling committee is detected 
by the governor, in which event he 
alone can send the mistake-ridden bill 
back to the engrossing clerk for final 
correction. 

I explain the method of procedure 
thus carefully in order that the un- 
trained reader may know on whom re- 
sponsibility justly rests for fatal blun- 
ders in such cases. 


The Governor's Duty. 


It is the xevernor’s duty to read all 
bills before signing them. Should he 
lack time to read a mass of local bills, 
he should have this done by some 
trained and competent proof reader. 
Under no circumstances should he sign 
a general law without reading it him- 
self. Governor Terrell and Governor 
Brown always read general] bills, even 
after being read by office clerks, be- 
fore affixing their signatures, When 
the governor proves delinquent at this 
serious juncture of statutory evolution, 
chaos is the result; people are incon- 
venienced by inexcusable carelessness;

Ten-minute talks on “How I Bought 
My Farm” began the Wednesday morn- 
ing session of the negro farmers’ in- 
stitute at Clark university. J. S&S L. 
Morrow, of Walton county, related 
some experiences of particular in- 
terest along this line. 

Superintendent Parks gave an illus- 
trated talk on the most; profitable va- 
rieties of cotton. The matter was dis- 
cussed at length by William Thoemp- 
son, of Clarke county; P. D. Johnson, 
of Newton, and C. H, Fitzgerald, of 
Paulding. The impending danger of 
the boll weevil figured frequently in 
the remarks of the speakers. 

The feature of the morning was an 
address by Dr. H..E. Stockbridge, edi- 
tor of The Southern Ruralist, on the 
question of commercial fertilizers. He 
emphasized tn the beginning that the 
negro farmers of Georgia annually 
buy $500,000 worth of fertilizer and 
that the proper and scientific use of 
same is a great business proposition. 
Many illustrations of the proper and 
the improper fertilizing of different 
crops weer given. 

Dr. Stockbridge emphasizeg the im- 
portance of institutes for colored farm- 
ers to the @eneral agricultural welfare 
of Georgia and said that any move- 
ment which benefited the 282,000 negro 
farmers of the state would promote 
the prosperity of all the people. 

The speaker assured hig hearers that 
the real frieng of the southern negro 
is the southern white man and urged 
them to show they were entitled to 
@reater educational facilities by first 
proving that they were capable of 
helping themselves. 

P. D. Johnson, of Newton county, re- 
lateg some of the results that farm 
demonstration work of the department 
of agriculture is accomplishing for 
colored farmers.

IS CORROBORATED

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dence on cross-examination. It con- 
tended that the railroad crossing 
where Beattie claims the gun must 
have been ejected from the car was a 
smooth one and that the jolt which 
might have resulted from crossing the 
tracks where the rails are exposed 
necessarily would have tossed the 
weapon forward of the crossing in- 
stead of directly sideways, parallel 
with the track, where the gun was 
found. The idea of the- prosecution 
has been to indicate that Beattie him- 
self slowed down at the crossing and 
threw the gun to one side on his way 
to the Owen home with his dead wife. 

The defense sought to show that be- 
ing held up by highwaymen while 
motoring in this vicinity Was not an 
uncommon occurrence and put on the 
stand a chauffeur who related an ex- 
perience with a highwayman a year 
ago. 

The commonwealth attorneys ob- 
jected to the testimony as irrelevant.
